Federal authorities today probed 
the raising of funds by Gover­ 
nor J. C. Walton in his fight 
against the Klan. 
Walton appealed for a nation­

started against him by the Okla­ 
homa legislature. 
J. G. Findlay, federal investigator 
for the western district of Oklahoma. 
asked the members of the legislature 
who investigated the Walton adm in­ 
istration for information about Wal­ 
ton's raising of funds to determine if 
it was strictly in compliance with 
the law. 
Walton contends th ere was no ir­ 
regula rity and that the

HINTS 


Former Big League Pitcher Has Makings of Dough 


.Dairyman's Formula for 
Milk of Good Quality 
“Feed, weed and Dreed” is the dairy­ 
man’s magic formula for good milk, 
according to M. 
H. 
Keeney, 
dairy 
specialist of the New Jersey State 
Agricultural college, in a statement 
stressing the present market demand 
for cheaper milk. 
“The market will not pay 
a 
big 
price for milk,” writes Mr. Keeney, "so 
we dairymen mud cut our production 
costs. The two factors controlling the 
economical production of milk are the 
adaptability of the cow for giving 
milk, judged by her conformation, and 
by the milk scales and the Babcock 
test, and the amount and kind of food 
taken. 
The feed hill is die largest di­ 
rect expense, and the dairyman's high 
road to success lies in producing a 
unit of clean, wholesome milk for the 
least possible cost. 
“The fir-d essential for good milk is 
good cows, the other Is proper feed 
and 
care—it 
may 
be 
summarized 
briefly in three words, feed, weed and 
breed. 
Silage and alfalfa hay are the 
best for cheap milk, and they are tho 
best 
and 
cheapest 
roughage 
feeds. 
Beery dairyman should 
have 
them 
and should follow these directions: 
“Feed all the roughage a cow will 
clean up. 
Part of it should be a 
legume, such as clover or alfalfa. 
"Keep a balanced ration. 
“Give sufficient feed, such as silage 
or roots. 
"Feed grain in accordance with milk 
production—for a Holstein or Ayr­ 
shire, 
approximately 
one 
pound 
of 
grain for each three pounds of milk. 
A variety of grains in the mixture is 
desirable. 
“Feed and milk regularly. 
“Give plenty of fresh water at all 
times. 
“Give access to salt daily. 
“Buy grain feeds on the basis of 
their protein and energy, not simply 
by tile hundredweight.”

Dairyman’s Formula for 
Milk of Good Quality 
“Feed, weed and breed” is the dairy­ 
man’s magic formula for good milk, 
according 
to 
M. 
H. 
Keeney, 
dairy 
special I.st of the New Jersey 
State 
Agricultural 
college, in a statement 
stressing the present market demand 
for cheaper milk. 
“The market will not 
pay 
a 
big 
price for milk,” writes Mr. Keeney, “so 
we dairymen must cut our production ! 
costs. 
The two factors controlling the 
economical production of milk are the j 
adaptability of 
the cow for giving j 
milk, judged by her conformation, anil 
by the milk scales and the Babcock 
test, and the amount and kind of food 
taken. 
The feed bill is the largest di­ 
rect expense, and the dairyman’s high 
road to success lies in producing a 
nnit of clean, wholesome milk for tho 
least possible cost. 
“Tho first essential for good milk is 
good cows, the other is proper fred 
and 
care— It 
may 
he 
summarized 
briefly in three words, feed, weed and 
breed. 
Silage and alfalfa hay are tho 
best for cheap milk, and they are the 
best 
and 
cheapest 
roughage 
feeds. 
Every dairyman should 
have 
them 
and should follow these directions: 
“Feed all the roughage a cow will 
clean up. 
Part of 
it 
should 
be 
a 
legume, such as clover or alfalfa. 
“Keep a balanced ration. 
“Give sufficient feed, such as silage 
or roots. 
“Feed grain in accordance with milk 
production— for a 
Holstein or Ayr­ 
shire. 
approximately 
one 
pound 
of 
grain for each three pounds of milk. 
A variety of grains in tile mixture is 
desirable. 
“Feed and milk regularly. 
“Give plenty of fresh water at all 
times. 
“Give access to salt daily. 
“Buy grain feeds on the basis of 
their protein and energy, not simply 
by the hundredweight.”

What age of heifer is the best buy 
is a question frequently asked of the 
N ew York state college of agriculture 
at Ithaca.

tile purchase at all three of the ages, 
as baby calves, as yearlings, and as 
bred heifers. 
Baby calves are cheaper and more 
easily shipped. 
However, they are

stock ; and further, there is 'more un­ 
certainty as to how they will develop. 
With yearlings, the chances of liv­ 
ing are better, and the type is more 
likely to he fixed, yet a long time still 
remains before they will he productive.

T h e consequences of training African troop' in the methods 
of modern w arfare cannot lie predicted. 
The white man has been 
able to check rebellions of the black races through ihe advantage 
he has had because the black rebels were not trained in the meth­ 
ods of modern Warfare. 
By the present policy of the French gov­ 
ernment millions of these will be trained in modern military move­ 
ments and the uses of the weapons of modern warfare. 
With 
such training, and given military supplies, the white man may 
find himself in desperate straits. 
However, at this time, the use of African troops by France 
raises the question as to the value of the League of Nations as an 
instrument, for cheeking national activities that are not sanctioned 
by other civilized peoples. 
The world was surprised when Pre­ 
mier Poincare announced that France is no longer a nation of 
forty millions but one of a hundred millions and that this increase 
is due to calling in A frican troops to redress the balance of 
Europe. 
Because- there is a provision in the L e a g u e of Nations 
covenant which expressly forbids the use of troops from man­ 
dated territories, except for police duties within sn rh territories, 
the World had expected that the use of black troop in Europe Was 
at an end, except that troops from pre-war coloni*-s might be us* d. 
Therefore, the surprise resulting from M. Poincare’s announce­ 
ment. 
When the astonishment had given rise to q u e s t i o n s it was 
found that the “Supreme Council” of the league had given per­ 
mission to France to use such troops, and that tins applied to 
France alone which secured an e xception before sign ng the treaty. 
Britain and Belgium and other powers are boun i by the .*reft tv 
to respect the provision prohibiting the use of t? >..ps from terri­ 
tories which came to thorn by mandate. 
The world wonders how 
many exceptions of tbs kind will be discovered an i where toe 
leaders of other peoples were when such concuss uh won giw n 
co France. 
Such facts, when brought to light, result in a 
s of respect 
for the League of Nations. 
If certain parts of *he treaty, writ- 
t J] into it to safeguard the best interests of those signing ii and 
of the world, are to be scrapped at the request of one nation which 
would violate a principle that others hold, the,, 
is little to be 
gained from noble but futile treaties.

C R IT IC IS M of the supreme court of the United States has re­ 
sulted very largely from the five-to-four decisions of the court. 
Because of these decisions the people have come to ask why a 
measure passed by congress should be declared unconstitutional 
by a majority of »*no. 
When they are informed that the court 
should be given a certain respect, which is not yielded to con­ 
gress, because til*1 < )urt is composed of carefully chosen justices 
whose dutj it is to interpret the* Constitution, they an* led to con­ 
sider the fact thai all c mgressmen are pledged to respect the Con­ 
stitution in their legislating, and by the five-to-four decisions on 
questions of constitutionality they are impressed that within the 
court itself there is no ch a r and pronounced appreciation of what. 
is and what is not constitutional. 
Because of such decisions, a wave of criticism of the supreme 
court, as It functions at present, is sweeping through the land and 
radical leaders arc organb.ing this .sentiment so that they may 
utilize it and bring about very pronounced changes in the modus 
operandi of the court. 
But, extreme though these may be, their 
attitude is no more «xt refile koan thai taken by those who would 
suppress any attempts to change the quantitative weight of the 
court’s decisions. 
Even St ii at or Robert M. La Follette demands 
that, if a measure is declared unconstitutional by the court, a two- 
thirds vote of congress must be secured to pass the measure over 
the veto of the court. 
Ami yet the champions of the court as it is 
claim that it is utterly preposterous that anyone should ask that 
measures already enacted by congress shall be considered consti­ 
tutional unless a two-tlii *1, vole oi the justices of the court is 
recorded as against its constitutionality. 
One of iIm- important questions before the public mind -today 
is that of the degree of change that is to take place in the court's 
procedure. 
That some change will be matless almost certain, and 
the question arises as to whether it is wise to oppose sensible 
change which will lu n e to tin* court its present power, while de­ 
manding that in exerting that power dec isions must In* on the 
basis of six-to-three before a measure is declared unconstitutional, 
or whether through opposition to any change the champions of 
the court as it is are to open the way for extremists to divest it 
of the right to speak the final word on the constitutionality of 
legislation. 
A daily newspaper with a large circulation in the state of 
Minnesota, in concluding un editorial supporting the court as it is, 
points out that a recent writer asserts that there have been but 
nine five-to-four decisions in the 18-1 years the court has existed. 
Those favoring a change, by which measures will not be over­ 
turned by such a nai l ow margin, will find comfort in such a 
statement for it this is trm there is little reason for defending the 
five-to-four decisions. 
The fact that they are so uncommon is a 
splendid argument in Savor of a six-to-three decision, for it proves 
that if this is demanded it will not interfere to any extent with 
the court whose* decisions have Ik'cii in the- majority of eases de­ 
cisions in -which more* Hum five* justices have 
on one side ami 
less than four on the other. 
Fherefore, if this is to lie* accepted 
as true, the point is til ken out of the opposition to this demand. 
The strength of the movement msults from such decisions as 
thai having to do with child labor, for the public finds it hard to 
understand wily the* live justice's opposed to the* constitutionality 
of such a moral reform would be accounted as s > much more 
American and respectful of the* ( (institution than the four who 
voted on the other side. 
b ive-to-1 our decisions are resjwinsible for the demand that a 
six-to-three ruling be introduced, and at this time, when peeqde* 
are investigating things for themselves, it is useless to set up the 
court as a fetish which must be* reverenced whether its methods 
and decisions ale* or are not considered good by the American 
people. 
The people may not know law. but the* people know what 
laws they want, and the people, though hindered for a while*, get 
what they want in the end.
